wounded, plus 23 Americans 
wounded in the shellings. The 
Americans captured

North Vietnamese in the fight­ 
ing north of Saigon.

Bleaching Wood Aid To 
Refinishing Furniture 


By ANDY LANG

Ever remove the old finish 


from a piece of furniture only to 
discover 
that 
some 
uneven 


spots of color remain inbedded 
in the wood? 


Bleaching the wood is often 


the solution to this discouraging 
problem. It has the extra ad van- 
tage of providing an even, light 
surface to which stain can be 
applied in the expectation of 
getting a uniform result. In 
fact, old-time wood finishers 
used to bleach ail wood prepar- 
atory to staining it, even when 
the ultimate goal was a dark 
color. 
Although bleaching was prac- 
ticed hundreds of years ago, it 
did not come in to prominence in 
the United States until recent 
years along with the popularity 
of blond furniture and novelty 
finishes. 
Various 
kinds of 


home-made 
bleach 
mixtures 


were offered in do-it-yourself 
publications, but it is now gen- 
erally recognized that commer- 
cial bleaches, available in hard- 
ware, paint and building supply 
stores, do a better job. For one 
thing, they assure mixtures that 
have precise amounts of the 
necessary chemicals. 


While the commercial bleach- 


es are essentially the same, 
there are some slight differ- 
ences according to the brand 
purchased. It is important that 
the directions on the container 


be followed, especially those 
concerning the manner in which 
the wood surface should be 
washed after the bleach has 
dried. 
This rinsing guards 


against any possible adverse 
reaction of the bleaching mate- 
rial, which might continue to 
work chemically after the final 
finish has been applied and 
which might produce tiny bub- 
bles. 
About 
24 hours 
after 
the 


bleaching and when the rinsing 
has been completed, the surface 
of the wood should be sanded 
lightly with a fine grade of pa- 
per. 
This is to remove any 


fuzziness or grain-raising that 
might have occurred. 


The 
chemicals 
in bleaches 


make it necessary for you to 
wear gloves when working with 
bleach. 
Work slowly and cau- 


tiously 
and 
if 
any 
mixing 


is tobedone,useglassorearth- 
enware containers, never metal 
cans or pails.

Bleaching Wood Aid To 
Refinishing Furniture 


By ANDY LANG 
AP N ew sfeatures 
Ever rem ove the old finish 
from a piece of furniture only to 
discover 
that 
some 
uneven 
spots of color rem ain in bedded 
in the wood? 
Bleaching the wood is often 
the solution to this discouraging 
problem . It has the ex tra advan- 
tage of providing an even, light 
surface to which stain can be 
applied in the expectation of 
getting a uniform re su lt. 
In 
fact, o ld-tim e wood finishers 
used to bleach all wood p re p a r­ 
atory to staining it, even when 
the ultim ate goal was a dark 
color. 
Although bleaching was p ra c ­ 
ticed hundreds of y ears ago, it 
did not com e into prom inence in 
the United States until rec en t 
years along with the popularity 
of blond furniture and novelty 
finishes. 
V arious 
kinds 
of 
hom e-m ade 
bleach 
m ixtures 
were offered in do-it-yourself 
publications, but It is now gen­ 
erally recognized that com m er­ 
cial bleaches, available in h ard ­ 
w are, paint and building supply 
sto res, do a better job. F o r one 
thing, they assure m ixtures that 
have p rec ise amounts of the 
necessary chem icals. 
While the com m ercial bleach­ 
es are essentially the sam e, 
there a re some slight d iffer­ 
ences according to the brand 
purchased. It is im portant that 
the directions on the container 


be followed, 
especially those 
concerning the manner in which 
the wood surface should be 
washed after the bleach has 
dried. 
This rinsing guards 
against any possible adverse 
reaction of the bleaching m ate­ 
ria l, which might continue to 
work chem ically after the final 
finish has been applied and 
which might produce tiny bub­ 
bles. 
About 
24 
hours 
after 
the 
bleaching and when the rinsing 
has been completed, the surface 
of the wood should be sanded 
lightly with a fine grade of pa­ 
per. 
This is to remove any 
fuzziness o r grain-raising that 
mtght have occurred. 
The 
chem icals 
in bleaches 
make it necessary for you to 
wear gloves when working with 
bleach. 
Work slowly and cau­ 
tiously 
and 
if 
any 
mixing 
is to be done, use glass or earth- 
enware containers, never metal 
cans or pails. 
Bleaches do not work on an 
old finish,

A multi-million dollar warchest for the 1970 elections is being 


raised by Republican Gov.Reaganand other leaders of the Califor- 
nia GOP, These are among the plans: 


A Committee for a Greater California has been organized to 


begin collecting money for Reagan's campaign for a second term. 
Sources close to the governor said that his campaign in the general 
election will cost $1 million or more, but he hopes to keep spending 
in the primary to $250,000. He expects no major primary opposi- 
tion. 


The Republican State Central Committee has adopted a budget 


of $1,390,000 for 1969 and 1970. The legislature elected next year 
will redraw legislative and congressional district lines to meet 
population changes and, said Republican central Committee Chair- 
man Robert Beaver, "decide which party will control the state 
for the next decade." 


Sen. Murphy's aides disclosed he has $500,000 in his campaign 


treasury for a 1970 re-election campaign that they expect will cost 
at least $1 million. 


Two conservative minded volunteer groups are ready to supply 


thousands of dollars in the 1970primary. Michael Van Horn, pres- 
ident of the United Republicans of California, said, "We're shooting 
for $50,000." James Kraemer, president of the California Repub- 
lican Assembly, said his group hopes to put in as much as $10,000. 


Assembly Speaker Robert T. Monagan, R-Tracy, said he hopes 


to raise $100,000 from a testimonial dinner in Los Angeles in Jan- 
uary to help Republican legislators win re-election.

Harry Dent, the chief White 
House political operator, has 
been quietly trying to put the 
Senate Hunger Committee out of 
business. This is the select 
committee which has thrown a 
stark spotlight on malnutrition 
in America in the midst of food 
surpluses. 
Tne committee brought out 
expert testimony, for example, 
that 20 million Americans are 
living in poverty and that over 
one-third of the children of the 
poor are so anemic they belong 
not in schools but in hospitals. 
The hunger hearings, however, 


embarrassed the South where 
most of the malnutrition is 
found. As the chief apostle of 
the "Southern strategy," Dent 
is anxious not to offend the 
South. He believes the Repub- 
licans can remain in power by 
directing their political appeal 
to the South, West and Midwest. 


Inside the White House, there- 


fore, he urged GOP opposition 
to extending the Hunger Com- 
mittee's authority, which ex- 
pires at the end of the year. 
President 
Nixon's 
nutrition 


consultant, Harvard nutrition- 
ist Jean Mayer, pleaded that it 
would bo a "catastrophe'' if 
the committee were allowed to 
die, 


Mayer had even invited Sen. 


George McGovern, D-S. P., the 
committee chairman, to be the 
keynote speaker at the White 
House conference on nutrition 
next month. This appalled Dent, 
who pointed out that McGovern 
has now replaced Sen. Ted Ken- 
nedy, D-Mas.s., as the liberal 
Democrats' presidential hope. 
The White House ought not to 
provide a forum, argued Dent. 
for a Democratic presidential 
candidate. 


Putting politics ahead of hun- 


ger, the White House staff sid- 
ed with Dent, who immediately 
began bringing pressure on Re- 
publican Senators to oppose the 
extension of the Hunger Com- 
mittee. Mayer \vas also sent to 
McGovern's office, hat in hand, 
to explain as delicately as pos- 
sible that the White House want- 
ed someone else to deliver the 
keynote speech at the nutrition 
conference.

In other words, The Vice 


President reserves the right to 
protest the protesters. Critics 
of the harshness of his language 
are invited to inspect their own 
language. Those who say that it 
is seemly for, say, an ordained 
minister to ask publicly how 
many kids did LBJ kill today, 
but unseemly for the Vice Presi. 
dent to call people who say that 
kind ofthing"idiotic"are,well, 
come to think of it, idiotic. 


And 
then a most profound 


point. "America's pluralistic 
society 
was forged on the 


premise that what unites us in 
ideals is greater than what 
divides us as individuals."That 
is brilliantly and devastatingly 
true, the notion that a viable 
society is impossible in the ab- 
sense of a minimal consensus. 


It is also true that, if not all 
of them by any means, many of 
those leaders 
most conspi- 


cuously associated with the 
Moratorium are drop-outs from 
the American proposition; men 
and women who flatly and cate- 
gorically disdain America, and 
reject America's ideals. 


I note Mr. Nixon's warm per- 


sonal 
endorsement of 
Mr. 


Agnew. It is true that there are 
obvious organizational reasons 
to explain the official bear hug. 
But the occasional rhetorical 
misfires aside, Mr. Agnew is 
doing okay, and the impudent 
yelping of some of his snobbish 
critics is music to the ear.

Nevertheless, he said, the fi- 


nal shapr of the budget —which 
by law must go to Capitol Hi!! 
15 days after congress begins 
its session i»> January —isstill 
uncertain because departmen- 


tal budgets are now being re- 
viewed. 
The official, who outlined the 
budget situation on the condition 
that he not be quoted by name, 
said it will be a real challenge 
to come up with a balanced 
budget for the next fiscal year. 


He said the administration is 


"working in the direction of fur- 
ther 
military spending cut- 


backs," but would be faced with 
increases in other fields. These 
include the planned 10 per cent 
boost in Social Security pay- 
ments —cost $3 million — and 
other social programs bring- 
ing the increase to something 
like $6 billion to $8 billion, the 
official said. 
The military budget began as 
$81 billion and is being trimmed 
this year to $77 billion.

Many other universities are 
actively studying the subject 
of sleep because there are so 
many areas of total ignorance 
about it. Dr. Arthur Shapiro 
has been doing extensive stu- 
dies at the Downstate Medical 
School in Brooklyn and is one 
of the foremost American au- 
thorities on the effects of loss 
of sleep, the character and in- 
tensity of sleep and the varia- 
tions for individual needs. 


Not all people need the same 


n u m b e r of hours of sleep. 
Sometimes sleep may be sound 
and very restful and only a 
few hours are necessary to re- 
vitalize the body. At other 
times long extended hours of 
sleep may be associated with 
restlessness and exhausting 
dreams. It is obvious that the 
emotions and tensions play a 
most important role in the re- 
lationship of sleep to restful 
benefits. Too many p e o p l e 
force the issue of sleep and In 
their anxiety probably deprive 
themselves of the restfulness 
that might come with a few 
short hours of concentrated 
sleep. I know of no way other 
than the removal of emotional 
tensions to establish any fixed 
pattern for restful sleep, if 
there is no underlying physical 
disorder.

My recent c ritic ism s of M r, 
Agnew's rh eto ric have m isled a 
num ber of re a d e rs, including

That im pression needs 
to be co rrected , m ost p articu l­ 
arly after M r. Agnew» s speech 
of Oct. 30 at H arrisb u rg . 
That speech, although it had 
in 
it 
a lot of the barroom 
rh eto ric of the fam ous New 
O rleans speech in which he re­ 
ferre d to the M oratorium mak­ 
e rs as impudent snobs, convey­ 
ed the outlines of his disap­ 
proval much m ore clearly , and I 
take the opportunity to associate 
m yself with them . His attem pt 
to defend his use of "im pudent” 
and "sn o b ” w ere not altogether 
successful, to be su re. He said 
that the d em o n strato rs w ere 
"im pudent” 
because "anyone 
who impugns a legacy of lib e r, 
ty and dignity that reaches back 
to M oses is im pudent.” 
The point, so brazenly put 
forw ard, Is subtly m ade. Indeed 
it does req u ire Impudence to 
proceed athw art the collected 
wisdom of our an cesto rs. The 
trouble is, the M oratorium peo­ 
ple, or at any rate m ost of them , 
do not consider that by asking 
that we term inate the Vietnam; 
w ar, they a re rescinding the 
Decalogue; though m ost of them, 
in their m oral cocksureness, 
would probably not hesitate to 
do so 
as convenience, or Dv, 
Kinsey, dem anded. He 
called 
them "sn o b s,” 
M r. 
Agnew 
added, because " m o s t of them 
disdain 
to 
m ingle 
with the 
m asses who w ork for a living.” 
That is neither a docum ented 
truth about the habits of the 
Sloane Coffin J r ., may not spend 
a g rea t deal of tim e with the 
m asses who w ork for a living 
sim ply because his profession 
requires him to spend tim e else­ 
w here. 
M r. Agnew is a little clo ser 
to the targ et when he charges 
that "they mock the common 
man’s pride in his w ork, his 
family and his country.”

If M ark Rudd ev er discovers 
a legitim ate social p ro test, it 
w ill be only after the cow has 
jumped over the m orn, and the

P re sid e n t's 
im patience 
with the presum ptions of many 
of the p ro te ste rs is heartw arm ­ 
ing. He then com es in strong 
again 
with 
a m ore targeted 
point. " I do not believe that 
dem onstrations, lawful o r un­ 
lawful, m erit my approval or 
even my silence w here the pur­ 
pose is fundam entally unsound. 
In the case of the Vietnam Mor­ 
atorium , the objective announc­ 
ed by the le ad e rs—im m ediate 
u n ilateral withdraw al of all our 
fo rces from Vietnam —w as not 
only unsound but idiotic.” 
In

w ords, The Vice 
P re sid en t re se rv e s the right to 
p ro test the p ro te ste rs. C ritics 
of the h arsh n ess of his language 
a re invited to inspect th eir own 
language. Those who say that it 
is seem ly for, say, an ordained 
m inister to ask publicly how 
many kids did LBJ kill today, 
but unseem ly for the Vice P re si­ 
dent to call people who say that 
kind of thing " id io tic ” are , w ell, 
com e to think of it, idiotic.

" I t’s pretty c le a r w e’re going 
to be above a $200 billion bud­ 
g e t,’’ for the fiscal year s ta r t­ 
ing next July 1, he said, and it 
is not " a p ra c tic a l proposition*’ 
to aim for a su rp lu s as large as 
the $5.9 billion predicted for 
the cu rren t fiscal year on in­ 
come of $198.8 billion. 
N ev erth eless, he said, the fi­ 
nal shap*' of the budget —which 
by law m ust go to Capitol Hill 
15 days afte r C ongress begins 
its session m January —is s till 
uncertain because oepartm en - 


ta l budgets a re now being r e ­ 
viewed. 
The official, who outlined the 
budget situation on the condition 
that he not be quoted by name, 
said it will be a re a l challenge 
to com e 
up with a balanced 
budget for the next fiscal year. 
He said the adm inistration is 
“ working in the direction of fur­ 
ther 
m ilitary 
spending cu t­ 
b a c k s," but would be faced with 
in creases in other fields. These
